New York, Dec. 28.—The British 


steamer; Dnimeizier which -went ashore 
on the sand bar off Fire Island last 
Saturday, was still aground today. The 
dense fog blanket which hung over :the 
bay since yesterday has shut the 
steamer off entirely from view from 
•the shore and it was feared that si* 
might iiave broken up In the heavy 
storm and her crew of thirty-two men 
been lost. The steamer was showing 
no signal of distress when seen today. 
A tug was standing nearby. The Dru- 
melzter had worked a little to tie west 
of that place where she struck on the 
bar and the. suas 'wore breaking over 
her. 


The sea continued very 'high today 


and the Drumelizier appeared to be 
laboring heavily. Every se« swept her 
from stem -to st«rn and the wrecking 
tug apparently did not dare approach 
within a mile of w.horo the steamer 
was lying.

Rreeat Animal Trouble*. 


According to Dr. K. V. Wilcos, among 


the most noteworthy animal diseases 
reported to tbe American Veterinary 
Medical association last year by the 
different state secretaries were vermi- 
nous bronchitis in calve* in California, 
glanders in Florida and Kansas, influ- 
enza in Kccrncby, Tables in Michigan, 
forage poisonlag in Mississippi, cattle 
mange in Nebraska and Texas fever ia 
Tennessee. In Arizona the piesence'bf 
swamp fever was uoted in one valley. 
This disease In believed to be identical 
with that obfenred in Minnesota and 
Manitoba. In Montana a disease of 
shpep known aa Cruata labialis has 
been observed in various counties. 


"Creeps," a rattle disease, appears In 


winter and early spring in certain parts 
of Texas. The first symptom of the 
disease is lameness Poor animals are 
most often affected The bones of the 
legs and tbe ribs break easily. So suc- 
cessful trefttf&eni has been devised. 
Better rations ace suggested as a pal- 
liative.

of the production of sugar from corn- 
stalks. It is claimed that unrefined 
cornstalk sugar is superior to beet sug- 
ar in natural good flavor and eqaals 
caae sugar in atnotmt and quality. 


Professor Stewart, the discoverer of 


the new source of sugar, began bis 
work in this line in 1898 in Pennsylva- 
nia, and manufacturing testa have 
since been continued with corn grown 
In different "regions of the country. It 
Is a familiar fact that the juice of the 
corn plant contains a smalt amount of 
sugar. prof«wior Stewart's discovery 
Is to the effect that if the ears of corn 
be removed at about the roasting ear

Old corn it frett*r thin new for heavy 


feeding of rurkejs, as the latter is apt 
to caose loostsrtw uf i$.e bowels. If 
necessary to use new corn, !t should be 
introduced into the radon ^radnaUy, 
If poults hive gained a strong, well ds- 
vcSc.ped physisjue by early fall they 
will be in fine con-lition for heavy 
feeding. As Soon aa they have become 
accustomed to gram feeding they may 
be fed once or eves tw'te a day on 
ground oats and cornmeal mixed with 
milk. This should foe given in addition 
to an abundance of wheat and < corn. 
They should be 'fed each time just 
what they will e«t up clean with a rel- 
ish. Feed the gram mornings and even- 
ings and the mixture at noon or twice 
between morning and evening, at best 
suits your convenience. See that plen- 
ty of sharp grit is always at hand for 
their use and provide a constant sup- 
ply of fresh water where they may 
"help themselves. 


C*Wort IB Cel«, Mpwy Weather. 
In cold climates where shelter must 


be provided for turkeys a house may 
be built that is fashioned after many 
of oar poultry bomM with the slanting 
roof. An open ventilator should be 
placed in front close to the roof and 
never b* closed except in cold weather.

Eneh individual 
cell is a miniature sealed bomb, the 
walls of which nre H'lffleirntly dense 
to retniu tbp moisture until It has been 
tonverh-d Into steam under pressuro.

for twelve ktetfR and then dried for nn 
e*l«nl time It did not pop well.

The roosie should \^ placed on a level 
in t':e fioat of the house, with a sliding 
or rolling door In the rear.

The 
door should be left open all day, that 
they may come and go nt pleasure 
Within tabs house they may be fed in 
cold, snowy weather. 


Flntehin* For Faaer Staritet. 


Some who grow turkeys for a fancy 


market feed them chestnuts and celery 
seed during the last few weeks of fat- 
tening. These are rather expensive ar- 
ticles of food and cart only be used by 
those who sell their product for almost 
double the average market price. Such 
feeding imparts a pleasaut flavor that 
adds value to the surkeys which are 
finished ii> this way, and these find j 
ready sale at tie highest prices f of the j 
tables of those with whom cost is a 
minor consideration. Where the scale 
of prices is regniated solely by quali- 
ty the finest selected .grades will sell 
from '8 to 12* cents per pound higher 
than will the lower grades. To grow 
the best is qmte as easy and but little 
more expensive than to grow the poor- 
er grades, and the profit gained is al- 
most double—T. E. McGrew. 


n«np In Fowl*. 


Dr A R Ward of California, who is 


an authority on fowls and a veterina- 
rian, recently stnted before iin associa- 
tion of his iiedlcal hra*t>ivit that roup 
In fowls lias been shown to be dis- 
tinct from 
human diphtheria. 
The 


remedies for roup must be cheap in 
order to be of general application. 
Roup is widely distributed in Cali- 
fornia. In au outbreak ninety-one hens 
were treated three times with kero- 
sene, with the result that 61 per <.-ent 
were cuied. Kerosene appeals to be 
the best remedy for roup. Tincture of 
lodme was aliA quite effective in cer- 
tain outbreaks of the disease. It wad 
not found possible to prevent tbe 
spread of roup by the use of corrosive 
sublimate in the drinking water .HI the 
proportion of 1 to 2,000, Quarantine nud 
Isolation, with thorough disinfection, 
ghe best results.

To 
nft'ord, greater Accommodation to 'the 
public, tlie postmaster general atWnsh- 
ingfo.ti, Babert -J. VVynne, has recom- 
mended to congress that a raw of 3 
cents per poOntl, or'any fractional part 
thereof,'be-fixed for-packages not ex- 
ceeding five pounds mailed at the dis- 
trJL'wflng posl'office of any rural tree 
delivery route for delivery to patrons 
on that route only. 


Tts postmaster general says: 
"With the establishment of rural 


mail delivery and the increasing es- 
tfinsion of jural telephone service by 
private interests there haa grown up a 
demand by the patrons of the rural 
service for the delivers' of small pack- 
ages of 'merchandise, such as food- 
stuffs, tobacco, dry goods, drugs, etc.. 
on an order to the local merchant by 
postal card, telephone or otherwise. 
i'he value of those packages of mer- 
chandise is usually small, and ' the 
present rate .of postage of a cant per 
ounce is practically prohibitive. Tlie 
patron or merchant cannot afford to 
pay 1C. cents for the delivery of a 
pound of coffee or tobacco, or similar 
nrticic, but if a special rate were es- 
tablished on,such matter from the dis- 
tributing office for delivery to any 
patron on the rural routes from that 
office It would be a great convenience 
to the patrons ami become a source of 
revenue to the department."

It should be borne in mind' that a j 


.great majority of the species of bac- ' 
terist that gain access to milk do not j 
possess the power to 'produce disease' 
and sre not injurious to healthy adults, 
although niauy of then, are likely to 
produce disorders of digestion in ln- 
fnnts and. invalid's. " 


Paying Special attention to cleanli- 


ness in evtity step of the •oduction 
and care of milk •"will reaulf not only 
in clean milk, but in a marked reduc- 
tion in the uumher.of bacteria it con- 
tains, which will greatly lengthen Its 
keeping qualities.. That the desired re- 
sults 'may bo obtained care must be 
constantly exercised. It is of little 
consequence to practice extreme clean- 
liness iu all of tbe steps of milk pro- 
duction hut one and be filthy about 
that one, as this spoils the whole. 
Even if the majority of species of bac- 
teria •which ordinarily gain access to 
milk are no| dangcriius to health, no 
one cores to 'consume milk in which 
a sediment is found st the bottom if 
It Is ''allowed to stand for a short time. 
Frequently much filth is allowed to 
get into milk during milking, and many 
milkers practice tlie filthy habit of 
keeping the tetjts wet with milk during 
the milking process, yet after it is 
dra-wn the greatest ca?e Is1 exercised 
that no- dust or dirt gain access to it. 
As far as the final result is concerned, 
all painstaking care in the subsequent 
operations is lost because of the. care- 
leas work at the beginning during tbe 
process of milking, for If filth once 
gains access to milk BP amount-of care 
afterward can 'remedy the difficulty. 


Potato Bnf» Immnne to Poison. 
At a meeting of the Somerset county 


(N. J.) board of . agriculture the stnto 
entomologist in apeaUIng of fighting In- 
sects with pnris green and isimilar 
stomach poisons said there was a wide- 
spread complaint that tlie former was 
not as effective as -it used to be. He 
believed this to be due in part to a dif- 
ference in the making of the material, 
bat also to the fact that potato bugs 
were (jnttlng somewhat accustomed to 
the poison and partially Immune to 1U 
effects.
